The Democratic election went 
by default to Senator Estes Ke- 
fauver, of Tennessee, the only | 
entrant. He had 141,769 votes at | 
the latest count. When the vote | 
is received from 400 missing dis- | 
ricts, Kefauver’s total is ex 
pected to be nearly 160,000. 

Division of Delegates. 

Eisenhower, who carried all 
but one of New Jersey’s 21 coun- 
ties, won a minimum of 31 
of the state’s 38 Republican con- 
vention delegates. Four went to 
Taft, one to ex-Gov. Harold E. 
Stassen of Minnesota and two of 
those elected said they have not 
decided whom they will support. 

The election put Eisenhower's 
total of delegates at 119. Taft 
now has 206, and he may receive 
the support of two other New Jer- 
sey delegates. It will take 603 
votes for nomination at the Re- 
publican convention in July. 

The last time both Eisenhower 
and Taft were on the ballot was 
in New Hampshire, March 11. 
The general won that election, by 
50.7 per cent of the Republican 
vote to 36 for Taft. 

His victory in New Jersey, in 
percentages, was more authorita- 
tive. It exceeded 60 per cent, 
with returns incomplete, to Taft's 
35. Harold Stassen, trailing far 
behind, and a few hundred write- 
in votes for Gen. MacArthur and 
others made up the rest. 

Good Day for an Amateur. 

The net result was this: 

The amateur politician, Eisen- 
hower, who _never before had 
stood or run for public office, had 
polled far more votes than Taft 
and Stassene put together, each 
of whom had held elective office, 
and had been running for presi- 
dent since 1940. 

The Eisenhower argument pre- 
sented to the New Jersey elec- 
torate by his supporters was that 
citizenry had.tired of the same 
old faces—Truman, Taft, Stassen, 
et al—and wanted to elect a 
president with a new face and a 
new approach to the old, unsolved 
problems, domestic and foreign. 
Judging by the returns, the peo- 
ple of this state elected to try 
something new. 

The New Jersey returns proved 
a stimulant and lifesaver for Eis- 


Both sides had 
estimated the returns cautiously, 
purposely underestimating, to be 
in a position to claim victory, for 
both sides. . 

In this case, the Eisenhower 
headquarters had announced in 
advance that a survey had indi- 
cated Eisenhower would poll 52 
per cent of the total vote, and 
Taft 40 per cent, leaving 8 per 
cent to Stassen and the write-ins. 

Alfred E. Driscoll, who 
spear-headed the Eisenhower 
campaign in this state, had said 
that he would regard 53] per cent 
for Eisenhower as a “clear-cut 
victory.”

CADILLAC BUYERS 
TO GET $25 REFUND; 
ERROR IN CEILINGS 


WASHINGTON, April 16 (AP) 
—Buyers of Cadillacs ranging in 
price up to $5205 are due to get 
refunds of about $25 each from 
General Motors. 

The Office of Price Stabiliza- 
tion said General Motors is mak- 
ing the refunds voluntarily be- 
cause of an accidental over-ceiling 
charge on all models of Cadillac 
sold since last Jan. 24. 

A price official said General 
Motors discovered an error of 
$19.60 in its calculation of new 
ceilings based on the Capehart 
amendment to the economic con- 
trols law. Rebates are being made 
to dealers with instructions to 
make refunds to customers, The 
estimate of about $25 on each 
car was based on application of 
the dealer markup to the $19.60 
error. 

G.M. said that it plans also to 
cut factory wholesale ceilings on 
Cadillacs by another $11.52 due 
to reduced use of certain types of 
steel going into the cars.

Goodwin's trial will be studied 
by two boards of review. If they 
uphold his sentence, he can ap- 
peal to a military court of ap- 
peals, composed of three civil- 
ians, which is appointed by the 
President. 

Eight non-volunteer reserve of- 
ficers met at Randolph Air Force 
base last night and said after- 
ward their main complaint was 
not liking to be trained and sent 
back into combat by regular Air 
Force officers who had never 
seen combat.

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PZTHACA, N. Y., (AP)—The 


-morthern lights, .or aurora bore- 
“@ilis, are celestial hailstorms. The 
*hpil is a rain of charged hydrogen 


atoms coming from the sun. 
«The verification of this storm 
Was reported at Cornell Univer- 
sity’s department of physics. 
‘Dr. Carl W. Gartlein, Cornell 
physicist, calculated that if this 
hail causes the northern lights, 
instruments would show it when 
sighted both from directly under- 
neath and from far off to one side. 
Underneath the motion would 
be directly down. From the side 
the downward movement would 
appear to be sweeping across, but 
with scattered motions toward and 
away from the southern observer. 
These measurements were made 
and showed the two motions. The 
sighting directly underneath an 
aurora was done in Arnprior, On- 
tario, by H. S. Stevenson, a Ca- 
nadian Government scientist. The 
lights were sighted from the side 
at Cornell. 
They gave a speed of about 
1600 miles a second to the down- 
rushing hydrogen. 


FOUR NEW TYPES OF FISH 
IN SMITHSONIAN DISPLAY 


WASHINGTON, (UP)—Four 
new species of fish, including a 
‘“porcupine-type” ray, have. been 
added to the collection of the 
Smithsonian Institution. : 

The fish were collected by the 
United States Fish and Wildlife 
Service. They were found during 
shrimp investigations in the Gulf 
of Mexico last year. 

The feature find of the newly 
acquired specimens Was a skate, 
or ray, which has been given the 
scientific name of raja lentiginosa. 
The fish is approximately a foot 
long and resembles a cactus plant.

House passage ended the month- 
long deadlock over supplemental 
funds for Missouri's public 
schools. The House accepted the 
Senat. figure of $7,000,000 to the 
schools in addition to the one- 
third of all state general revenues 
for the 1951-53 biennium already 
set aside. 

As soon as the House passed 

the bill, Senator Richard J. Cham- 
jer of Moberly, Democratic ma- 
jority floor leader, issued a call 
for the Senators to report for 
work this afternoon. Notification 
was by telephone and short-wave 
radio, through co-operation of the 
Missouri Highway Patrol. 

Senate and House leaders said 
they anticipate winding up the 
work of the Legislature by tomor- 
row, or possibly late today. 

Three Rural Road Bills. 

Senate leaders planned to call 
up three House-approved county 
road bills sought by rural repre- 
sentatives. One of these would 
authorize matching state funds of 
$40 a mile for maintenance of 
county roads, the other two would 
appropriate funds for county 
roads. 

Senate leaders previously as- 
sured a six-man committee of’ 
House members that the road bills | 
would be given consideration be-| 
fore the omnibus bill was taken 
up. No assurance was given the. 
bills would be acted upon. |

SUPREME COURT BARS NEW 
SUITS ON COUNTY DISTRICTS 


Democrats Sought Order for Acceptance of 


Senate Candidacy as Running in 
State at Large.

}A new attack on the validity of 


the Republican gerrymander of 


three state senatorial and nine 
state representative districts in 
St. Louis county was rejected to- 
day by the Missouri Supreme 
Court. | 

The court:en banc denied appli- 
cations for writs of mandamus 
and injunction, sought in four 
suits brought only yesterday by 
St. Louis county Democrats. The 
court issued no opinion, in refus- 
ing to take jurisdiction in the 
eases. ‘ 

Two of the suits sought to com- 
pel state and county election of- 
ficials, under writs of mandamus, 
to accept filings of candidates for 
State Senator in St. Louis county 
this year as candidates in the 
state-at-large instead of in the 
new districts. 

The injunctions were requested 
in the other two suits to prevent 
the same officials from accepting 
declarations of candidacy in the 
new senatorial and representative 
districts in the county. All the 
suits contended the new districts 
are invalid because they do not 
meet constitutional requirements. 


Rejection of Five Suits, 

The court last March 26 
knocked out five different suits 
attacking constitutionality of the 
county districts, and the Demo- 
cratic gerrymander of the seven 
state senatorial districts in the 
City of St. Louis. 

In those cases the court, with- 
out passing on validity of the 
various districts, ruled the peti- 
tioners, in applying for writs of 
prohibition to test legality of the 
districts, had not invoked the 
proper legal remedy. 

One of the mandamus suits filed 
yesterday was on behalf of Mrs. 
Margaret M. McNary, Democrat, 
of Normandy township, wife of 
James McNary, one of the two 
Democratic members of the St. 


Louis County Council. The Re- 
publican majority of the council 
laid out the new county senatorial 
and representative districts. 


Mrs, McNary asked for a writ 
to compel the St. Louis County 
Board of Election Commissioners 
and Secretary of State Walter H. 
Toberman to accept her declara- 
tion of candidacy in the state at 
large for a Democratic nomina- 
tion as state senator for St. Louis 
county. 

Mrs. McNary’s declaration as a 
candidate in the state at large 
had been rejected by Secretary 
of State Toberman, it was said. 
The county election board accept- 
ed it but refused to place her 
name on the ballot, ‘the petition 
charged. . 

The other mandamus petition, 
filed by William C. Schramm of 
Manhassett Village, a former 
member of the old ‘St. Louis 
County Court, asked that he be 
accepted as a Democratic candi- 
date in the state at large, for 
State Senator. 

The two injunction suits were 
filed in the name of Ralph L. 
Devereaux, of Lemay, a member 
of the St. Louis County Demo- 
cratic Central Committee. They 
are designed to block the accept- 
ance of any declarations of can- 
didacy for Senator or Representa- 
tive in the new county districts, 
and to prevent election officials 
from doing anything to give ef- 
a to the redistricting, Barrett 
said. 

Devereaux charged the repre- 
sentative districts did not meet 
the constitutional requirement of 
being compact, contiguous and as 
nearly equal in population as pos- 
sible. 

He said the law requires dis- 
tricts with no more.than = 25 
per cent variation in population 
from an average of 45,249. This 
would allow population in the 
districts to vary from 33,863 to 
56,435, he argued.~ But one dis- 
trict has 56,906, another 31,051 
and a third 65,776, he told the 
court.

A group of 10 St. Charles 
county farmers picketed the Fed- 
eral Building this afternoon in 
support of a demand the Corps 
of Engineers keep open the gates 
of the Alton Dam to reduce the 
*lood danger to 300,000 acres of 
‘armland between Winfield, Mo., 
and Alton. 

Carrying signs, “Keep the Gates 
Open,” the men circled the build- 
ing at Twelfth boulevard and 
Market street but made no at- 
tempt to go inside to the Engineer 
offices. Although the signs made 
no reference to the Engineers, 
Charles Williams, president of the 
Alton Pool Protective Association, 
made it clear the Corps was the 
target of the picketing. 

Earlier today, Williams had led 
a motor caravan of 30 farmers to 
the dam site where a demonstra- 
tion was staged. Through a public 
address system, Williams voiced 
the farmers’ demands for opening 
of the dam from January through 
July—the flood season—to reduce 
what he termed “man-made” 
floods. Rising Mississippi river 
waters already have inundated 
30,000 acres in the area. 

Forty more farmers who had 
planned to join the caravan had 
to remain at home to ‘evacuate 
livestock from lowlands, Williams 
added. 

Three navigation dams on the 
Mississippi river—at Alton, Win- 
field and Clarksville—already are 
open, Col. Fred E. Ressegieu, dis- 
trict engineer in charge of an 
area extending from north of 
Louisana, Mo., to Cairo, Ill, said. 

Army engineers will open an 
office at Ellsberry, Mo., Friday 
to obtain information on any 
weakening of dams or dikes 
along the Mississippi in prepara- 
tion for floods in tiis area, Col. 
Ressegieu announced. 

He asked farmers and land 
owners to report weakening of 
any dikes and levees to the Army 
Engineers office here, Room 751, 
Federal Building, or to the new 
Elisberry office, so that repairs 
can be made.

1. Since the nation’s first 
primary, in New Hampshire, 
this was the first—and last— 
primary in which the names of 
Taft and Eisenhower would be 
printed together on the ballot, 
to be voted upon equal terms, 
not subject to the whims and 
mistakes that hamper write-in 
votes. Thus, Eisenhower has 
won the only direct, head-on 
collisions of this sort. 

2. It was the first popularity 
test of the two leading candi- 
dates in a large eastern indus- 
trial state.

CROWE DEMANDS 
NIGHTER CONTROLS 
OF SERVICE CARS 


Operations ‘A Scandalous 

Thing,’ He Says — 
Urges Ordinance Simi- 
lar to Taxicab Law. 


Operations of service cars in 
the city “are a scandalous thing,” 
City Counselor James E. Crowe 
told the Board of Public Service 
‘yesterday in -urging revision of 
ordinances governing service cars. 

The city counselor appeared 
before the board to request that 
it review any liability insurance 
‘policy or indemnity bond which 
might be offered by the Serve- 
All Service Car & Livery Corp. 
before the board permits the 
company to resume operations. 

The company, a Negro firm 
serving Negro districts, was re- 
quired to cease operation of its 
52..vehicles at midnight Sunday 
after an insurance firm which 
had issued a liability bond for it 
notified the board that it was 
withdrawing as surety. 

Cites $250,00 in Claims. 

Crowe told the board that 
Judgments against the firm had 
already consumed the $15,000 
bond which had been posted 
‘with the Board of Public Serv- 
‘lee and that, in addition, there 
were claims against the firm 
totaling $250,000. 

“No pedestrian crossing the 
street in front of these irrespon- 
, sible drivers is safe, nor is there 
‘any -way to compensate them for 


- injury done them,” the city coun- 


selor said. “Passengers in these 
vehicles and in others which 
might be involved in collisions 
with them are equally unpro- 
tected.” ! 

Crowe said present city ordi- 
mances governing service cars 
give the Board of Public Service 
no control over the operation of 
the vehicles except to require a 
bond. He urged the board to ask 
the Board of Aldermen to enact 
an ordinance similar to that gov- 
erning taxicab operations. 

Under the taxicab ordinance, the 
board can require the operators 
‘to show convenience and neces- 
sity for their operation and can 
revoke licenses for cause. No per- 
‘mit from the Board of Public 
Service is required for service 
car operations. 

“Suicide Lane.” 

Franklin avenue in the near 
‘downtown area, through which 
most of the service cars have 
been operating, was termed “‘sui- 
cide lane” a year ago by Traffic 
Commissioner Charles G. Gonter, 
because of the manner in which 
igervice cars and taxicabs oper- 
ated along that thoroughfare. 

Gonter asked police and the 
Board of Public Service to crack 
down on the reckless manner in 
which these vehicles were operat- 


.ing on Franklin avenue. 


squad conducted a campaign 
against careless driving on Frank- 
lin avenue, as a result of which 
the licenses of many taxi drivers 
were revoked by the Board of 
Public Service. 

The board does not, however, 
license service car drivers and the 
only action which could be taken 
against them was by police court 
fines. . This did not deter the 
reckless driving, Crowe said. 


CRITIC FIRED, PAPAGOS PARTY

ATHENS, April 16 (AP)—Field 
Marshal Alexander Papagos said 
in a statement last night that his 
Greek Rally party is ending its 
boycott of Parliament. 

Papagos, whose party has 114 
of the 258 seats in Parliament— 
more than any other single party 
—has been abstaining in protest 
against an order of the day by 
the defense minister, Adm. Alex- 
ander Sakellariou, which accused 
Papagos of undermining army 
moral in an anti-government 
campaign. 

Papagos’s return to Parliament 
was announced after Premier 
Nicholas Plastiras said the recent 
resignation of Sakellariou could 
be considered a cancellation of 
the offending order of the day. 


5000 DISCIPLES 
OF GANDHI VOTE 
ANTI-RED ‘REVOLT’ 


BENARES, India, April 16 (AP) 
—Five thousand disciples of Mo- 
handas K. Gandhi voted yester- 
day to begin what they termed 
a “peaceful revolution” to stem 


the tide of Communism, They 
threatened to turn the movement 
into a civil disobedience campaign 
against Prime Minister Nehru’s 
Government, if need be. 
Delegates pledged their support 
to a land distribution campaign 
waged by Vinoba Bhave, hailed 
by many as the “new Gandhi,” 


500,000 acres of land in the next 
two years. Five acres for every 
peasant was set as the goal. 

The conferees cheered when 
Bhave announced that 100,000 
acres have been donated to the 
peasants by rich landlords. He 
has been trudging from village 
to village to induce landlords to, 
join in the distribution campaign.

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Justices Jackson and Douglas 
Urge Direct Election of President 


Electoral College System Criticized in Opin- 
- jon as ‘Distorting Factor, Open to Local 
Corruption and Manipulation.’ 


WASHINGTON, April 16 (UP) 
-—Two Supreme Court justices 
said yesterday that direct election 
of Presidents should be substi- 
tuted for the electoral college 
system which they said is “open 
to local corruption and manipu- 
lation.” 

Justices Jackson and Douglas 
attacked the electoral college 
system in dissenting from the 
majority opinion in an Alabama 
election case. The court ruled 5 
to 2 on April 3 that a presidential 
elector can be forced by a poli- 
tical party to pledge his support 
to the party’s nominee. Late yes- 
terday afternoon the court issued 
the written opinion and dissent in 
the case. 

Jackson’s opinion, in which 
Douglas concurred, said the elec- 
toral college “‘at its best ... is 
a mystifying and distorting factor 
in presidential elections which 
may resolve a popular defeat into 
an electoral victory.” 

““At its worst,” they said, “it is 
epen to local corruption and 


manipulation ... . so flagrant as 
to threaten the stability of the 
country.” 

The majority opinion by Justice 
Reed ruled that a candidate for 
presidential elector in Alabama 
should be ruled off the ballot if 
he fails to pledge support of his 
party’s nominees. 


The majority opinion held that 
the Constitution does not forbid 
a party to require “from candi- 
dates in its primary a pledge of 
political conformity for the aims 
of the party.” It did not go into 
the question of whether such 
pledges actually can be enforced. 

Justices Burton, Clark and 
Minton and Chief Justice Vinson 
concurred in Reed’s opinion. 

The Alabama Supreme Court 
had ordered the name of Edmund 
Blair, a states righter, placed on 
the ballot as a Democratic elec- 
tor, over the protest of Ben F. 
Ray, state Democratic chairman. 

Blair had declared he would 
not cast an electoral ballot for 
President Truman “or anyone 
who advocates the Truman-Hum- 


phrey civil rights program,” to 
which Blair objected. 

This was before President Tru- 
man announced he would not be 
a candidate. 

Ray wanted Blair to sign a 
pledge to vote for the national 
Democratic candidate, to be 
named in the July convention. 


Blair and 12 other Alabama states 


righter candidates for the elec- 
toral college declined to sign the 
pledge. 

Under the electoral college sys- 
tem, the people vote for electors 
instead of directly for President. 
Traditionally, a presidential can- 
didate getting the highest num- 
ber of popular votes in a state 
gets all of the state’s electoral 
votes, although nothing in the 
Constitution forces an elector to 
vote for the popular choice. 

One complaint is that under 
the electoral system it is possible 
for a man to win the presidency 
without getting a majority of the 
popular vote.

In bygone days the youngsters 
the Ozarks were dosed in the 
early spring with sulphur and 
molasses to ‘thin their blood.’ For- 
tunately, the ‘shoaling’ of red- 
horse and suckers took place 
along about ‘sulphur and molasses 
time.’ Many a youngster was 
adamant in his insistence that he 
would submit to the taking of the 
nasty-tasting, sticky concoction 
only if he were permitted to go 
‘grabbing’ or ‘snaring’ for suck- 
ers. The grabbing and snaring 
expedition was possibly the better 
spring tonic of the two, because 
it quickened the pulses and 
brought sparkle to the eyes, as 
many a nostalgic adult of today 
can testify. 


Sucker anti redhorse grabbing 
and snaring are methods of fish- 
ing that are extensively practiced 
only in the Ozarks. Carp, suckers, 
redhorse, buffalo, and spoonbill 
may be grabbed or snared in Mis- 
souri streams beginning April 15 
through May 15, according to the 
Wildlife Code of Missouri. The 
crystal-clear, spring-fed streanis 
permit the fisherman an unob- 
structed vista of the spawning 
fish, and patience and skill with 
either grab hook or snare becomes 
an intriguing and productive 
method of fishing.

“Our knowledge of science has 
clearly outstripped our interna- 
tional capacity to control it,” he 
said in an address to cadets of 
the United States Military Acad- 
emy. “In our sense, ‘the world has

Bradley stressed a need for 
both “technical and liberal” edu- 
cation for future Army officers 
so they can meet the “wroader 
responsibility” now resting on 
American military men. 

“Since World War'I,” he said, 
“American military men have 
been increasingly projected into 
the world of diplomacy and inter- 
national affairs.”

prices of some of their products. 

The Office of Price Stabiliza- 
tion said paint makers can in- 
crease ceilings to reflect a two 
cents a pound boost in the price 
of lead and zinc, approved last

The increase will apply to 
paints, including pastes and semi- 
pastes, containing 60 per cent or 
more of metallic lead and zinc. 
OPS said these products are used 
mostly in the building trades. 
They include red and white lead 
paints, 

The action will not generally 
affect the price of ordinary house- 
hold paints, OPS said, because 
they usually contain less than 90 
per cent of lead and zinc.

~The nation’s independent air- 
lines recommended yesterday 
that they be allowed to use mili- 
tary airfields in order to reduce 
traffic congestion at civilian air- 
ports. 

They told President Truman's 
aviation. safety commission this 
permission shauld be granted be- 
cause: 

1, Many of their passengers 
are military personnel travel- 
ing at their own expense. 

2. Their airplanes are con- 
verted military aircraft, and 
most of the pilots are in the 
military service. 

The commission, headed by 
James Doolittle, is looking into 
the national airport safety situa- 
tion.

Changing Neighbors. 

Evaluators found that the long 
tradition of academic emphasis 
has meant that “the cultural 
staples of the curriculum are 
usually thoroughly taught, often 
with remarkable efficiency and 
excellence,” bit that the basic 
curriculum tends to remain fairly 
rigid in the face of changing 
types of school population. 

“It is not uncommdén for ex- 
ample,” Holland reported, “that a 
high school faculty which once 
served a pupil population pre- 
dominantly interested in college 
preparation, finds the school is a 
rapidly deteriorating neighbor- 
| hood with a transient population 
in which only one pupil in 12 
continues his education beyond 
the twelfth grade. Visiting com- 
mittees were critical of this delay 
in adaapting the program to the 
needs of the students.” 

On the other hand, the com- 
mittees found that inadequate 
physical facilities made it diffi- 
cult to adapt the program to the 
changing needs of the school com- 
munity. Modern facilities ‘for 
musical activities, homemaking, 
industrial arts and commercial 
training are rarely provided in 
older buildings, they found. 

Staffs Above Average. 

While the academic and pro- 
fessional training of the second- 
ary school staffs were found to be 
remarkably high and consider- 
ably above average, the commit- 
tees noted the average age of the 
secondary school teacher was un- 
usually high and there appeared 
to be a lack of balance between 
young and old, between male and 
female teachers. 

Holland’s findings were based 
upon ‘an outside evaluation of 
three high schools after the facul- 
ties had conducted their own self 
a analysis.

Inoculation Found to Attack Virus in Blood 
Stream Before Nerve Cells 
Are Affected. 
/ 


NEW YORK, April 16 (UP)— 


Two important discoveries in the 


fight against polio were disclosed 
last night — developments that 
may lead to a quick test for sus- 
ceptible persons and a way to 
prevent the crippling effects of 
the disease. 

The most significant reports to 
the American Association of Im- 
munologists came from Dr. David 
Bodian, John Hopkins University; 
and Dr. Dorothy M. Horstmann, 
Yale University. 

In separate investigations they 
have found the presence of the 
polio virus in the blood of in- 
fected monkeys and chimpanzees. 
The disease in the animals is 
very similar to what it is in 
human beings. 

The discovery is that the polio 
virus apparently gets into the 
blood first, before it enters nerves 
and destroys them. While the 
virus still is in the blood, it can 
be killed by giving antibodies. 

This kind of prevention of polio 
has worked in monkeys and 
chimpanzees. 

Next, children threatened by an 
epidemic will be given the anti- 
bodies to hit the virus before it 
makes them sick. Where or when 
the tests will come was not dis- 
closed.

The Franklin County Flood Control 
ation, composed of farmers and 
“business men from New Haven and 
“Washington, whose properties are sub- 
~ject to Missouri river floods, believes 
that there is considerable merit in the 

so-called Pick-Sloan plan. 

It believes that advantage should be 
_ taken of the studies, surveys and work 


already done by the Army Corps of 


eers and other agencies of the 
Government, so as to avoid delays and 
duplication of expenditures. Still it is 
the opinion of the vast majority of the 
Franklin county farmers and business 
men along the .Missouri river that the 
plan should be modified. 

Flood control should take precedence 
over navigation on the Missouri river, 
~and greater consideration should be 

. — to flood control than to naviga- 
on. 

The present long and high dikes in- 
stalled by the Army Engineers to nar- 
row the channel of the river, and to 
retard the flow of the water in order 
to create a deep channel for navigation, 
should be shortened so as to give great- 
er width in the river and to permit 
greater flow of water. However, we 
favor dikes to remain in the river for 
bank protection. 

~ The association asks that immediate 
- and greater consideration be given to 
the lower Missouri river east of Kansas 
. City with a view of diverting water or 
_adopting other feasible means of pre- 
venting frequent disastrous floods in 
the lower Missouri river valley. 

It asks that the flood control plans 
and work in the Missouri river basin 
be separated from plans and work on 
the Mississippi river and other major 
streams, so that the study, plans end 
work for flood control may be concen- 
‘trated on the Missouri river and cen- 
tralized in the Missouri river basin un- 
der one authority or control. 

‘ Jt believes that soil conservation 
along the uplands in the Missouri river 
basin contributes materially to the con- 
~-trol of floods and greater stress should 
be placed on soil conservation.

No other President has had the bitter flood 
control experience of Harry S. Truman. 

Last July the President flew:to Kansas City 
to see his home area and communities in adja- 
cent Kansas ravaged by the Kaw, uncontrolled 
tributary to the Missouri. It was the costliest 
property disaster in the history. of the United 
States. : 

Now, only nine months later, he has flown 
back to the Missouri Valley to see the Missouri 
river in another wild, swirling flood in the 
Omaha-Council Bluffs area. | 

After doing still unreckoned damage in. Mon- 
tana, the Dakotas, Nebraska, Iowa and Kansas, 


the spreading, engulfing waters are sweeping 


down toward St. Joseph, third largest city. in Mr. 
Truman’s home state. Coincidentally, hundreds of 
miles away, the Upper Mississippi is flooding in 
the St. Paul-Minneapolis area and a record loss 
in that region threatens. 


This time the situation is so critical that the 
President sent. urgent invitations to the Gover- 
nors of seven states to meet him in Omaha for 
a conference on emergency relief of the devasta- 
tion brought down on. many thousands of people. 

What lay there for the eyes of Mr. Truman and 
the executives of these states, Lt: Gen. Lewis 
Pick, Chief of the Army Engineers, and the others 
in the presidential party, was vividly described 
for the readers of the Post-Dispatch yesterday by 
Richard G. Baumhoff. Flying over the area, our 
correspondent saw and then pictured the havoc 
of the muddy torrent as it poured against the 
works of man. 

There is little comfort for the homeless in the 
thought, but the fact is that President Truman’s 
position is infinitely better now than at the time 
of the flood last July. 

When the waters tumbled buildings and 
bridges around in the Kansas City area last 
summer, Mr. Truman was still the man who had 
done virtually nothing helpful about the over-all 
solution of his valley’s water resources problem. 

This time the President went back knowing 
that—thanks to the resolution of Senator Hen- 
nings of Missouri—he now had a presidential 
commission at work under the chairmanship of 
James E. Lawrence, editor of the Lincoln (Nebr.) 
Star. Significantly Mr. Lawrence was invited to 
the Omaha conference. 

It is a tragic irony that this very disaster 
might well have been prevented, as that at Kan- 
sas City might’have been prevented last year, 
if the Missouri Valley had been chosen, instead 
of the Tennessee Valley, for the great experi-

To this end President Truman apparently in- 
tends to ask Congress to agree to a change in 


flood control responsibility from the Army En- — 


gineers to the Interior Department. This trans 
fer was recommended three years by the Hoover 
Commission on Goyernment Reorganization. 

From the standpoint of the Army Engineers 
this transfer would be’ more revolutionary than 
the merger of the old War and Navy depart- 

yments, with the Air Force, in a single Depart- 

ment of Defense. Rivers and harbors work has 
been the responsibility of the Army Engineers 
from time almost immemorial and the corps, 
through. its local activity and favors, has been a 
valuable aid in winning approval for military 
appropriations generally. 

Although the conclusion was opposed by some 
members of the Hoover Commission, a strong 
case was made for the transfer of flood control 
responsibility to the Interior Department. A 
significant fact is this: that while the Engineers’ 
Corps is responsible for supervision, the great 
bulk of the actual work is done by some 9000 
civilian engineers. 

This is not the occasion to argue the pros and 
cons of this change, to say’ nothing of attempting 
to decide them. There will be many to oppose it 
and also with much persuasion. When there 
is a change of any kind in the responsibility 
for flood control, it should be only as a means 
to the one inevitable end—a valleywide adminis- 
tration of the Missouri river anf its assets and 
liabilities. 

It is time to lift the management of the water 
resources of the Missouri Valley out of the strug- 
gle for power among bureaucrati¢ agencies. 

It is time to forget symbols and shibboleths. 

It is time to lay a sound basis for stopping 
floods and saving soil and harnessing water 
power for constructive use as was done nearly 
20 years ago in the Tennessee Valley. 

There is nothing tnat President Truman can 
do for his own part of the country and his home 
people that should give him as much satisfaction 
as advancing this great cause. 

Now, now—NOW—NOW is the time! 
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New Jersey Confirms It 

Gen. Eisenhower virtually won New Jersey 
several weeks ago, when the state Republican 
organization lined up for him. The primary 
vote confirms his victory, to the tune of 60 per 
cent of the preferential ballots and all but seven 
of the 38 delegates. 

Ever since the state party leaders walked into 
the Eisenhower camp, the principal interest in 
New Jersey has centered on whether Senator 
Taft, by withdrawing and not withdrawing at 
the same time, could dent his opponent. 

It can hardly be said that he did so, though 
his managers poured a great deal of money and 
effort into the state in the closing days. But 
he did make a respectable showing. He got well 
over a third of the total Republican votes and 
ran about 8 to 5 for Gen. Eisenhower. 

John D. M. Hamilton, Taft’s campaign man- 
ager, calls this a “moral victory.” The better 
way to appraise it, perhaps is to say that Senator 
Taft, perceiving in advance that he could not 
win, protected himself against the damage of a 
clear-cut defeat by pretending to withdraw, and 
then avoided being snowed under by working 
hard ‘in absentia. 

The real candidate tn absentia, however, was 
Gen. Eisenhower. The Republican organization’s 
ability to turn out a 60 per cent vote for him 
would seem to vindicate the strategy of his 
managers in keeping him out of the political 
arena until just before the convention. 

Essentially, New Jersey leaves things pretty 
much where they were—Senator Taft with his 
delegate strength centered in the Middle West, 
Gen. Eisenhower with his centered in the East 
and bolstered by a personal popularity which 
fives him great latent strength everywhere else. 
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Mrs. Friede on the Spot 

Mrs. Irma H. Friede, a School Board member, 
seems bent on justifying the board’s determina- 
tion to ignore the questions posed by its Build- 
ing Commissioner, V. Harry Rhodes. 

She told the Patron’s’ Alliance that Mr. Rhodes 
merely showed poor judgment in using school 
employes and a school contractor in construction 
of his $42,000 St. Louis county home. Everyone 
exhibits poor judgment at times, she said, im- 
plying of course that the Rhodes case is of minor 
consequence. But is it? 

We think not. Already there is evidence of 
growing concern among individual citizens and 
civic groups such as the League of Women Vot- 
ers of St. Louis. Significantly, this concern grows 
not only from the untidy Rhodes affair. It also 
grows from the refusal of the board to argue 
the important question of whether or not Mr. 
Rhodes’ actions were proper. How can Mrs. 
Friede justify that? 

Does it stop there, with only Mr. Rhodes and a 
majority of the’ board under a cloud? Again, we 
think not. People are bound to wonder not only 
about Mr. Rhodes and the board, but about the 
entire school system as well. And they are sure 
to ask whether the Rhodes affair represents the 
standard of behavior’that the board demands of 
its officers and its staff. 

Is this the type of question that Mrs. Friede 
and other board members would leave unan- 
swered? Is this the way to assure voters that the 
system they are supporting with increased taxes 
is in the best of hands? Is this the way to pre- 
pare the ground for next spring’s tax election, 
loss of which might well mean a sweeping cut in 
teachers’ salaries? 

If Mrs. Friede would answer No, she has her 
work cut out for her. The board voted 7 to 4 
against adopting its building committee's report 
that Mr. Rhodes not be reappointed. One mem- 
ber was absent. He was Dr. Frank L. Wright, a 
member of the citizens’ group. Had he been pres- 
ent, he might well have yoted with the minort- 
ty, That would have made a 7 to 5 vote. Mr. 
Rhodes probably will require at least seven votes 
for reappointment. If Mrs. Friede were to move 


to the other side, the board could be deadlocked 
and the appointment would be lost. Thus, in a 
way, it is all up to Mrs. Friede. What will she do? 
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Keesler Field Aftermath 

The Senate Preparedness subcommittee has 
aimed a most proper blast at Maj. Gen. James F. 
Powell, the unimaginative commander of Kees- 
ler Air Force Base, Biloxi, Miss. He is the officer 
who declined to place the town off limits to his 
30,000 teen-age trainees, despite the fact they 
were being victimized of from $500,000 to $1,- 
000,000 a month by a parasitical swarm of greedy 
professional gamblers. 

Gen, Powell was content to sit back and twid- 
dle his thumbs. He knew of his authority to 
post the town, but claimed this would be an 
abuse of his powers. What nonsense! Only a 
month before the flagrant racketeering became 
general knowledge in a series of Chicago Daily 
News-Post Dispatch reports by Edwin A. Lahey, 
the General had placed Biloxi off limits to coun- 
teract problems arising from a labor dispute. 

While Gen. Powell dallied, the area’s 1257 
slot machines, 72 blackjack tables, 55 poker ta- 
bles, 10 roulette wheels and 11 horse race wires 
raked in the airmen’s pay. It was only after the 
Senate subcommittee looked into the mess and 
Air Force Secretary Finletter threatened to do 
the General’s job for him that Powell acted. 

Fortunately the situation has now been cleaned 
up. But there is little credit in it for the Gen- 
eral. He exhibited a callous disposition to do 
nothing about preventing the professional thiev- 
ery practiced on members of his command. His 
attitude was anything but. proper for a com- 
mander charged with the welfare of 30,000 young 
men entrusted to him by American parents. 
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Eminently Satisfactory

The American Medical Association has been 
called to task by the Citizens’ Committee for 
the Hoover Report, for obstructing consolidation 
of some 35 Government medical agencies into a 
single Department of Health. The reform has 
been indorsed by the American College of Sur- 
geons, the American Academy of General Prac- 
ticé, and the National Doctors Committee for 
Improved Federal Medical Services. It is general- 
ly agreed that the present system results in 
wasteful duplication of services and wasteful 
competition for scarce medical personne). 

A.M.A. also favors the major aims of the leg- 
islation, but disagrees on minor details, because 
of which it has placed itself in opposition to 
the bill. “Instead of suggesting amendments 
that might be acceptable to all parties, the As- 
sociation has given its.ultimatum of opposition 
and backed out,” says the Hoover committee. 
“The prestige of this powerful body is needed 


in the consideration of these vital measures. In 


its failure to suggest amendments or compro- 
mises, it is standing in the position of the fabled 
dog in the manger.” 

The point seems well taken. An attitude of 
inflexibility will be constructive for no one. A 
proper give and take on details, in the interest 
of major aims, should be as much the purpose 
of the A.M.A. as of the Citizens Committee.

Indiana’s Homer Capehart, a Senator 
with 20-20 hindsight in either eye, has 
dipped into the record to prove that he 
has always been right, and President Tru- 
man has always been wrong, concerning 
the threat of Communism. In August, 
1945, says Senator Capehart, he and three 
other¥Senators warned Truman that he 
was too optimistic in his appraisal of Sov- 
iet intentions, but the President ignored 
the warning. Had he followed their advice, 
says Senator Capehart, “we would not be 
in the mess we are in at this time.” 

Assuming that President Truman was 
too lenient in his attitude toward Russia 
in August, 1945, it appears that he under- 
went a remarkable change in the next 30 
days, for in September, 1945, at the Lon- 
don Conference of the Big Three, he 
actively opposed the Russian policies in 
Eastern Europe. 

Beginning at that point, the President 
forced Russia to back down on her de- 
mands on Iran, instituted the Truman Doc- 
trine and the Greek-Turkish aid plan. He 
fought the Communists in Europe with the 
interim-aid plan, the Marshall plan, E.R.P., 
E.C.A., the Atlantic Pact and the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization. He approved 
aid to China, aid to Korea and sent troops 
into Korea when the Cer-mmnists attacked. 
He built up our armed forces here at 
home, and proposed, despite the obvious 
political danger, record-breaking defense 
budgets for preparedness against Commu- 
nist aggression. 

Take a look at what Senator Capehart 
was doing. On Dec. 4, 1945, Senator Cape- 
hart did not even vote on United States 
participation in the United Nations, though 
on Jan. 14, 1945, he had declared, “The 
Republican party is pledged to work with 
all its heart and soul to bring about peace 
through an international organization and 
force to back it up.” On May 10, 1946, 
Senator Capehart voted against the loan to 
Britain. After speaking against the Tru- 
man Doctrine and the Greek-Turkish aid 
bill, Senator Capehart voted for the final 
measure. He then voted to reduce the 
appropriations for Greek-Turkish aid. 

On May 14, 1947, Senator Capehart did 
not vote on the critical aid-limitation bill. 


On March 12, 1948, he voted to reduce by 
almost half the foreign-aid bill appropria- 
tion. On March 13, 1948, he voted agzinst 
the European Recovery Program, or Mar- 
shall Plan. On June 9, 1948, he voted to 
delay the draft. On June 11, 1948, he 
failed to vote on the Vandenberg foreign- 
policy resolution, which put us on record 
as being determined to help our allies. 

On April 1, 1949, Senator Capehart 
voted to cut Marshell Plan aid by 10 per 
cent. On Sept. 15. 1949, he voted against 
the mutual-trade act extension. On Sep- 
tember 22, 1949, he voted to cut the arms- 
to-Europe program by 50 per cent, and 
later the same day voted against the entire 
arms-to-Europe program. 

Senator Capehart’s sensitive awareness 
of the Soviet threat was not functioning 
too well as the Korean outburst ap- 
proached. On Dec. 12, 1949, in a public 
address in Indianapolis, he advocated cut- 
ting “three billion from the armed forces, 
three billion from foreign aid.” Two 
months later he voted against aid to Korea. 
On May 5, 1950, he voted against the Point 
IV program. On July 31, 1950; he voted 
against an appropriation of $2,700,000,000 
for Marshall plan aid. 

On Oct. 1, 1950, he declared: “I am for 
the MacArthur plan of a defense line in 
the Pacific, and against Dean Acheson's 
plan to permit further expansion of Com- 
munism.” Yet he opposed President Tru- 
man’s decision to send troops into Korea 
to halt the Communists. 

On March 9, 1951, Senator Capehart 
voted against the.draft bill including 
U.M.T. On April 2, 1951, he voted to pre- 
vent the Defense Department and Presi- 
dent from sending troops to Europe with- 
out Congressional approval. On Aug. 31, 
1951, he voted to reduce economic aid to 
Europe by $500,000,000. On Sept. 13, 195], 
he voted to reduce the defense budget to 
$55,000,000,000. 

Senator Capehart, the record shows, has 
made it a practice to give lip service to 
the Administration's moves toward pre- 
paredness, and then vote to cut the vigor 
out of the final programs, and blame the 
Administration if total preparedness was 
not achieved despite his obstructionism.

at the mercy of his memories, he makes 
a song of it. He sings of sweat-soaked days 
roping cattle, of drunken nights in town, 
of the bullring at Nuevo Larado, of blood 
and sudden death in an enchanted realm 
of grandees and senoritas and gringo har- 
lots to fight over.

The other explosions occurred 
on Oct. 3 and 22 of last year. 
Those with access to top secret 
intelligence reports are speculat- 
ing that another explosion — or 
perhaps a whole series of explo- 
sions—will be touched off in the 
near future. 


The detection system set up 
by the United States, Canada and 
Great Britain is so effective as 
to record such an event in a 
matter of a comparatively few 
hours, the time depending on at- 
mospheric conditions. 


One source of complacency has 
been the myth that Soviet science 
is hopelessly behind Western 
science, Part of this myth is that 
the Russians are a primitive peo- 
ple incapable of America’s ad- 
vanced technology. Ahd if it had 
not been for the secrets passed 
on by such spies as Klaus Fuchs 
and the captured German scien- 
tists, so this wishful legend goes, 
the Communists would today be 
without any atomic development.

Pan-Broiling 
Good for 
Some Meats 
By Edith M. Barber 


S it worthwhile to heat the 
broiler for cooking small 
quantities of meat?” asks a 
reader. She went on to say that it 
was such a nuisan*e to wash the 
broiler rack and pan. With a 
small steak, a few chops or ham- 
burg cakes, fat is likely to drip 
and burn on the bottom of the 


pan. 

Cuts of meat that are not too 
thick can be pan-broiled pretty 
well on top of the stove. For 
a thicker cut prepared for a few, 
a small rack is sometimes ar- 
ranged in a slightly larger pan 
and this is used satisfactorily 
under the broiler heat. A rack 
is essential to catch the drippings. 
By the way, for pan-broiling the 
skillet should be of appropriate 
size and fat, as it accumulates, 
should be poured off. It is diffi- 
cult to get exactly the same re- 
sulets on top of the stove, and 
if you have fine meat for which 
you have paid a premium, it is 
worthwhile making use of the 
broiler. 


Washing the broiler rack and 
pan seems to be more of a bug- 
bear than it needs to be. If the 
fat is poured off as soon as cook- 
ing is finished, and if pan and 
rack are soaked immediately in 
hot water with a detergent or 
soap, cleaning is not difficult. 


, By the way, those drippings 
which you pour off during cook- 
ery have many uses. They add 
flavor when potatoes are fried 
and are good with rice, noodles 
and macaroni and, of course, they 
are the perfect base for a gravy.. 
Beef Flavored Rice. 

Have ready fluffy boiled rice. 
Heat leftover beef drippings and 
any juice from the meat that 
may remain. Pour over rice and 
toss lightly with fork. Sprinkle 
with minced parsley when serv- 


ing. 
Noodles With Drippings. 

Boil noodles according to direc- 
tions on package. Rinse with hot 
water and drain. Dress with hot 
melted bacon or ham drippings. 
Or cook two tablespoons minced 
onions in pork or lamb drippings 
until yellow and toss with 
noodles. 


No matter what you are doing 
on the ladder, always arrange to 
keep one hand free to hold on.

WHAT IS REHABILITATION? 
It means all the surgery, medical 
attention, physical therapy, job 
training and other services need- 
ed to restore an injured person 
to as full function as possible. It 
means getting a man back on a 
job and as independent as possi- 
bl 


e. 
The needed skills and services 
are too many for any single doc- 
tor to deliver, no matter how 
willing and interested he is. 
Teamwork’s effectiveness really 
stands out in rehabilitaoitn. 

If enough rehabilitation cen- 
ters were spotted around the 
country, literally millions of peo- 
ple could be returned to aseful, 
satisfying. lives after they have 
been injured or afflicted with a 
disabling disease. They could 
work again and stop being a drain 
on their relatives or communities. 

Supposing you and the local 
doctors decided to fill the need 
and set up a rehabilitation center 
=-what would be the minimum re- 
quirements? Although that is a 
matter of opinion, here is one 
answer: 

You’d need about 5000 square 
feet of building space. It should 
be long and narrow and not en- 
tirely divided into small rooms. 
The rehabilitation team needs 
long freeways for training people 
to walk and perform other phys- 
ical efforts. It could well be in 
or adjacent to a hospital. About 
$10,000 for equipment would be 
needed to aga this center. 

* 


THE REHABILITATION team 
itself consists of the following 
doctor specialists, some of whom 
could be on a part-time consult- 
ing basis: a surgeon, a physician, 
an orthopedist, a neurologist, a 
pediatrician (for child rehabilita- 
tion), a neurosurgeon, and a 
plastic surgeon. You'd need a 
full-time physiatrist—a doctor 
who specializes in physical ther- 
apy and the general direction of 
rehabilitation services. A social 
worker to bridge the gap between 
the doctors, the family, and the 
employer is also a must. People 
skilled in manual training and the 
arts to teach disabled people new 
jobs when they can’t go back to 
their old ones should be part of 
the team, perhaps on a part-time 
basis at first. Physical therapists, 
a speech teacher, and nurses 
round out the team. You need 
about one each of these team 
members for each 10 patients, 
except for the overseeing physi- 
cian and physiatrist. A _ skilled 


limb-maker should be available. _

Idea for Framing: Pictures

[G enough, interesting frames 
Beo a long way toward making 

pictures count in a room’s dec- 
oration, and well-organized group- 
ings make them count more. 
Here’s an idea for framing 
medium-size prints so they are 
standouts, and grow big enough 
to hang over a large piece of 
furniture. 


If the prints are already framed 
in narrow black molding, they 
change from the ordinary to the 
unusual with the mounting of pic- 
tures, frames and ‘all on wood 
blocks made of four pieces of 
light-colored wood that are mi- 
tered at the corners. 

If the complete framing must 
be new, use a black, dark or 
bright colored molding that is 
deep enough to project the prints 
144 inches forward from the wood 
blocks. The wood blocks, too, 
should be thick to give the pic- 
tures even more depth. 

Hang the pictures with their 
edging touching each other for 
an effect that is newer than spac- 
ing them apart and to complete 
a compact unit. The group now 
is eye-catching decoration and the 
right size for a much larger area 
of wall.

West, however, was not caught off 
guard—he ducked, and after that 
South was helpless. He actually 
went down two tricks, losing a 
diamond, a spade and a club. 

If either the missing trumps or 
the diamonds had broken 2-2, 
South’s plan of play would have 
been good, but when East played 
the diamond 10 on the first trick, 
South should have been alerted 
to the diamond break, at any rate. 
What would be the point of East’s 
false-carding? The best assump- 
tion was that the diamond 10 
was singleton. 

That being so, there was a 
strong probability that the trumps 
also were divided 3-1, with East 
holding the length. His bidding 
virtually marked him with eight 
clubs, and West’s four-spade bid 
marked East with a singleton 
there, too. 

Working on this visualization of 
the defender’s hands, at trick 2 
South could have led a trump 
to his own hand, ruffed his low 
club in dummy, then led out every 
trump and cashed the club ace. 
Meanwhile, West would have to 
discard a club to keep two dia- 
monds and two spades. Now, 
South would have West in a vise. 
Dummy would be down to three 
diamonds and a low spade—the 
queen of spades would have been 
unblocked—and when South led 
his diamond jack, West could 
take it or leave it, with the same 
effect. If he took the trick, South 
would have a diamond entry to 
dummy; if West held up, South’s 
last diamond would throw him in

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HE East at preserit bears a 
great hatred against the 


é ‘West; part of this is due to 


Communist propaganda which 
has pictured us as imperialistic, 
part of it is the delayed harvest 
of the sins of colonialism. 

As far as the United States is 
concerned it is quite unde- 
served. We have poured great 
quantities of food and supplies 
into the impoverished Eastern 
countries, and though in some 
instances we have asked for air 
bases, our motive has been 
largely humanitarian. 

Despite all this, we are hated 
along with the European powers 
that. built colonies through the 
Eastern world. What is curious 
is that Soviet Union who is 
materialistic to a point of 
cruelty, seems to the people of 
Asia to be very idealistic and 
the real defender of the poor. 

We are by nature idealistic, 
in fact so idealistic as not to 
realize during World War II. 
that Communism would be the 
future enemy. We the idealists 
appear to the Eastern. World 
as materialistic and imperialis- 


tic. : 

It might be well for our State 
Department to inquire why we 
the idealists and the humani- 
tarians are pictured as imperial- 
istic grabbers, while the So- 
viet Union who is an’ invader, 
tyrant and enemy of humanity, 
is pictured as the protector of 
the downtrodden and the sole 
hope of the Eastern people of 
the world. 

There are several reasons for 
the situation: We have unfor- 
tunately gone before the East- 
ern people of the world as the 
exponents of the economic val- 
ues; we picture civilization in 
terms of refrigerators, radios, 
retail store catalogues, the com- 
forts and the luxuries of life. 

We have made the same mis- 
take with the Eastern people 
that we make in our propagan- 
da to Russia. We forget that 
not. everyone puts the same 
premium on the luxurious life 
and prosperity that we do; that 
when some people, such as the 
Russians, are submerged in 
spirit, the economic makes no 
appeal at all; they have al- 
ready heard the Communists 
promise them abundance; when 
they hear the Americans prom- 
ise greater abundance, they put 
no more trust in our promises 
than theirs. 

The Soviet Union, however, 
have gone before the Eastern 
people of the world on a com- 
pletely non-economic basis: they 
give them no wheat to speak of, 
they feed none of their hungry, 
they clothe none of their naked, 
but they do protest against their 
impoverished condition, and 
they protest in the name of 
morality, justice and humanity. 

Russia, which is anti-moral, 
bases all of its propaganda on 
morality; negatively, by pro- 
testing against the materialistic 
avarice of the Western World, 
and positively, by promising 
them a better life in the future 
through the justice of. their 
own system. 

Their condemnation of the 
West so much appeals to the 
Eastern spiritual sense of 
morality that they beliéve any- 
one who is so moral and so 
good toward their complaints 


will be equally good in fulfill- 
ing their — > 


Thus the Soviet Union, who 
is materialistic and anti-moral, 
condemns us not because we are 
too materialistic, but because 
we are too immoral. 

We who have moral sense, 
promise the Eastern. World eco- 
nomic prosperity; the Soviet 
Union who can give no eco- 
nomic prosperity, but who wor- 
ships it as God, appeal to their 
moral sense. 

The Communists know their 
audience better than we do. We 
judged Asia by ourselves; the 
Reds judged Asia by them- 
selves. We thought Asia wanted 
tractors because we wanted 
them; the Soviet Union thought 
Asia wanted a champion of hu- 
man rights and a violent pro- 
test against the unethical, so 
the wolves put on the clothing 
of sheep, and they who brought 
a hammer to actually beat out 
the brains of the Eastern peo- 
ple, held it up until it looked 
like a cross of faith and piety 
and es * 


* 

One of the best counter-irri- 
tants the West has in the East is 
the missionaries, the only living 
- proof that Western: people are 
moral—moral in their teaching, 
moral in their human service, 
moral in their intention. Last 
year Catholic missionaries 
cared for 54 million aged, sick, 
orphans, lepers and children. 
The Protestant missions also 
have rendered a social service 
to the poor which is worthy of 
being better known and is a 
great credit to all their bene- 

factors. 

The Communists persecute 
the missionaries, fearful that 
being truly moral in their rela- 
tions to the Eastern people, 
their own mask of morality 
might be torn off revealing 
them to be the real enemies of 
the people. The Reds recognize 
that missionaries are the real 
specialists of the Eastern world: 
they live there, they speak the 
languages, they love the people. 
They are our hope in the East.

NEW YORK. 
HE Children’s Bureau cele- 
brated its fortieth anniver- 
sary the other day and I 
thought it was very interesting 
to see what changes have come 
about in that period. 

A survey in 1915 showed that 
100 children died during their 
first year out of every 1000 
born alive. In 1950 there were 
only 29 baby deaths out of every 
1000 born alive. Today only 
nine mothers die in child- 
bearing in every 10,000 live 
births, but in 1915, 61 mothers 
died for every 10,000 live 
births. Forty years ago many 
diseases that we could not con- 
trol took a heavy toll among our 
children, but today we do not 
expect children to die from 
whooping cough, scarlet fever, 
smalipox or typhoid fever. 


~~ * * 


LOOKING BACKWARD is 
only useful when it gives us an 
incentive for going forward, 
and I thought it characteristic 
of Dr. Martha M. Eliot, who is 
chief of the Children’s Bureau, 
to look forward to 1992 and tell 
us what she hopes will be 
achieved before the next 40 
years have been passed. 

She took cognizance of the 
world in which we live, how- 
ever, when she said: “At no 
time in the history of this na- 
tion hag it been as important 
to raise a generation with a 
balanced, calm outlook on life, 
who have trust in themselves 
and in their fellow beings. This 
is the only sure foundation for 
world peace and security.” 

That is absolutely true and 
it is quite evident that each 
nation must try to achieve this 
for itself. But it is only fair to 
realize that unless many nations 
attain these objectives, our suc- 
cess alone will be of no value. 

There are still a number of 
people in this country who look 
at everything from the point of 
view of how much can we do 
for ourselves and how little for 
other people, which is short- 
sighted, to say the least.
